start to finish, according to Dr.
Dinsmore Alter, director of the
Griffith Observatory in I-os An­ 
geles.

An annular eelipse occurs when
the moon's image, though cen­ 
tered against the sun's disk, i^
too small to cover it entirely,
leaving a ring of bright light
around the edge. The images of
the sun and moon are nearly the
same size in the sky but the dis­ 
tance of both bodies from earth
varies slightly, and the size ol
their apparent dlslts vari
cordingly.

Total Brlipse Oct. 1 
The eclipse hecins in the 1'a-

ciflc. crosses the southern U. S.
and ends in the Atlantic. Two
other partial lunar eclipses will
occur this year: a conspicuous,
nearly total one, visible every­ 
where in the U. S.. on April 21;
an inconspicuous one on Oc-t IB. 

The No. 1 solar attraction of 
the yeai-. however, will not or-cur 
until October 1.
